HE Kalamazoo Art Association was tempo- 
rarily organized in the fall of 1909. Mr. 
Walter Collins was chosen president of the 
temporary organization, Emelia Goldsworthy, secre- 
tary, Mrs. Frederick Van Urk, treasurer. 

The temporary organization was made per- 
manent at the first annual meeting held at the Central 
High School, January, 1910. Officers were elected 
and a constitution and by-laws were formally 
adopted. 

The purpose of this Association is to promote 
the art interests of the city of Kalamazoo by giving 
exhibitions of modern works of art, also exhibitions 
of the work of local artists and craftsmen, thereby 
giving appreciative encouragement to all local art 
workers; to promote and encourage the study of the 
literature of art; to provide art lectures and enter- 
tainments; to establish and maintain a permanent 
collection of works of art; to purchase and dispose of 
art works, and to acquire and dispose of real estate,

In the spring of 1910 a fine exhibition of pictures 
representing works by modern American and Euro- 
pean artists, was held at the Western Normal school. 

The exhibition was loaned from the galleries of 
Mr. Scott Thurber of Chicago, and from artists 
resident in Indianapolis. 

Several thousand visitors attended this exhibi- 
tion, including the school children of the city. 

As a result of this exhibition two purchases 
were made, a beautiful landscape, the work of Theo- 
dore Steele of Indianapolis, by the students of the 
Normal School; and a work of art by the modern 
Dutch artist, Willy Martens, by the association. 

The purchase of this picture was made possible 
by the generous subscriptions of public spirited citi- 
zens of Kalamazoo, to whom the Art Association 
Board wishes to make grateful acknowledgement at 
this time. 

The picture has been enjoyed by many thousand 
interested spectators and it is hoped will form the 
beginning of a permanent collection in the city.

merited by a fine loan exhibition from the private 
collections of Mr. A. M. Todd, Mr. Frank Clark, 
Mrs. Leavitt, the St. Augustine church, and others, 
was held at the Vine street school auditorium. Fol- 
lowing this exhibition Mr. Todd presented the School 
Board with a fine copy of Raphael’s “Lady of the 
Veil,” and a loan of a copy of Titian’s “Magdalene.” 
These pictures have found a home in the Public 
Library. 

One of the most artistic entertainments ever pre- 
sented in this city was that of the “Living Pictures,” 
given under the auspices of the Art Association at the 
Academy of Music in April, 1910. 

The several clubs of the city, and the schools 
and colleges represented some of the great master- 
pieces in appropriately costumed characters. This 
entertainment proved not only an artistic but a 
financial success. 

In May, 1911, occured the second annual spring 
exhibition. Some fifty canvasses from the galleries 
of Mr. J. W. Young of Chicago, representing the 
work of modern American artists, were on exhibition 
at the Vine Street auditorium. The works of John 



Alexander, George Inness, J. E. Bundy, Chas. 
Ranger, Frederick Church, Mathias Alten, Matilda 
Brown, and a number of other great masters delight- 
ed the art lovers of Kalamazoo. 

Are you interested in continuing these exhibi- 
tions and furthering the cause of art in Kalamazoo? 
Would you not like to see a permanent place in this 
city where fine works of art could be exhibited 
continually? 

Is it not your personal concern that Kalamazoo 
should give its citizens an opportunity to see beauti- 
ful examples from the world of art? 

Would you not like Kalamazoo to have a place 
where you might go and forget the humdrum things, 
a place that would represent in art what our public 
library represents in literature? 

There should be 5000 members in the Art Asso- 
ciation, each giving his dollar. There should be 500 
members each giving ten times as much. There is an 
opportunity for a few to give much more and so to 
perpetuate themselves as lasting benefactors of their
